TOKYO (AP) — Communist 
China today called U.S. pro­ 
posals for guarding the South 
Viet Nam-Cambodia border with 
United Nations patrols a plot to 
expand American aggression in 
Indochina. 
“U.S. aggressors must get out 
of South Viet Nam; they must 
get out of Indochina,” a Peking 
radio broadcast quoted a Pe­ 
king People's Daily editorial as 
saying. 
Replying to U.S. Ambassador 
Adlai E. Stevenson’s declara­ 
tion May 21 before the U.N. 
Security Council, the Chinese 
said 
“China absolutely cannot 
allow the United Nations to be 
drawn into the situation in In­ 
dochina.” 
The Red Chinese rejection

LTMA, Peru (AP) — An esti­ 
mated 400 to 500 persons died 
in a frantic rush to the exits of 
a Lima sports stadium Sunday 
after police fired tear gas on 
rioting soccer fans. 
Officials still were counting 
the dead today after what may 
have been the worst sports 
calamity in history. 
Hundreds of others were in­ 
jured in the surge of 45,000 
spectators. 
The riot started when a fan 
jumped out of the grandstand 
to protest a referee’s decision 
in a soccer game between Ar­ 
gentina and Peru. 
The teams were contending 
for the right to represent their 
countries at the Tokyo Olympia 
Games.

If President Johnson were to make the 
political grand slam he is dreaming about 
—a majority in 50 states next November 
—his polling power would be based on 
the attribute everybody is taking nota 
of at the end of his first six months in 
office. 
He visibly enjoys being president of the 
United States. He would never say, as 
President Truman said while he was on 
the job, that the presidency is a back­ 
breaker and a man-klller. He would not 
show, as President Eisenhower often did, 
that he is bored with the politics of the 
presidency and wants to be concerned 
only with the momentous decisions. 
He would not reveal what President 
Kennedy sometimes revealed, that the 
frustrations of the presidency are wear­ 
ing down his patience. 
Observers 
are comparing him with 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, who also had a 
notable zest for being president. Thanks 
to his own unprecedented endurance and 
delight in “making the 
rounds," 
Mr. 
Johnson's zest for the presidency seems 
likely to create a new precedent. 
Ultimately, of course, his service in 
the presidency win be appraised accord­ 
ing to the outcome of the policies he 
has asserted. 
But in short range President Johnson, 


himself, Is being appraised according to 
the way he has taken over the job. No 
one ever gave the appearance of relishing 
It more or performing it with more 
enthusiasm. 
At the end of six months, it's as though 
the United States already had chosen a 
chief executive with a grand slam. It’s 
hard to realize the election for the presi­ 
dency won’t be held until next Nov. 3. 


A Healer Remembered 


The traditional figure of a weary physi­ 
cian, riding in a horse-drawn buggy to a 
farm house to answer a call in the early 
morning hours, was long typified by Dr. 
H. J. Pelley who served the Hanoverton 
area for many years.

All The Walls Have Ears 


Our State Department has posed one of 
those nagging questions that keep our 
lives from being complacent: Why the 
disclosure that more than 40 microphones 
had been put into the walls of the U. S. 
embassy in Moscow when Russia remodel­ 
ed the building more than 12 years ago? 
It had bern assumed for these last 12 
years that Russian workmen had install­ 
ed listening devices. Russia would not let 
the United States build its own embassy. 
It wouldn’t even let the United States 
watch the Russian workmen doing the re­ 
modeling. It had aroused suspicion. 
Enclosures 
had been 
built by U.S. 
workmen inside the embassy rooms, for 
confidential conversations. No one ever 
doubted that the embassy was “bugged." 
After all, this was the building in which 
a secret listening device had been found 
inside the eagle of the U. S. emblem dis­ 
played behind the desk of the U. S. am­ 
bassador. 
Moreover, it has been an article of 
faith for years that the government 
of 
Russia, guided by nothing but rules of 
expediency — a government devoid 
of 
principles 
and 
untrammeled 
by codes 
of decency and sportsmanship — always 
would take every possible advantage of 
another government. U. S. foreign policy 
is built on that conviction; that the Soviet 
Union means harm to all other govern­ 
ments. 
What's about to pop that made this the 


time to put Russia on the defensive for 
routine spying? Are the Russians about 
to larrup the United States with a dis­ 
closure? 


Mountains Of Rust 


The growing heaps and ranks of junked 
autos throughout the Tri-State District and 
nation have been blamed on the declining 
scrap appetite of the modern steel mill. 
The new basic exygen furnaces are able 
to use only about half of the scrap mate­ 
rial which the open hearth consume, for 
one thing. For another, the scrap which 
the mills use today has to be “cleaner”— 
without other minor metals permitted in 
earlier processes—because finer grades of 
steel are being produced. 
Consequently, scrap prices are down, 
the cost of preparing scrap is higher, the 
old cars are piling higher and higher in 
current junk yards, and more auto grave­ 
yards are blossoming across the country­ 
side. 
Our planners had better devote some 
energies to the problems of growing pop­ 
ulation and more and more cars, else in 
a few decades we’ll be buying a new auto 
just to take a ride among the sewage 
disposal plants, cemeteries, land fill sites 
and mountains of rusty jalopies. 


Protecting The Guilty 


A federal judge in Philadelphia has ruled 
that prisoners may not be used in line­ 
ups without their consent looks like an­ 
other victory for the criminals. 
Lenient positions by various judges are 
making the war on crime as frustrating 
as the war in Viet Nam. 
The rights of the individual must be 
protected. The right to refuse to incrimin­ 
ate one’s self by testifying under oath 
also is understood and respected. 
But efforts of law enforcement officials 
to do their job by interpretation of in­ 
dividual rights under the Constitution are 
being hamstrung. 


Bloody Beaches 


Nothing that has been spewed out during 
the uprising of 20th century youth has 
scared me like mob battles on Britain's 
southern beaches. 
Here, where the British lion crouched 
to withstand a German cross-Channel at­ 
tack that never came in World War II, 
rival gangs of British boys and girls— 
the Mods and Rockers—fought each other 
with fists, knives and clubs. 
It scares me. 
I can understand why gangs of punks 
in big cities tie into each other, because 
they’re animals confined in cages. They 
have nothing else to do but fight each 
other, nowhere to go but around the block. 
Even in small towns where many of 
us grew up under nearly ideal circum­ 
stances there was rivalry between gangs, 
even between towns. It found an outlet 
in ball games oftener than it did in 
brawls, but it was there. 
But internecine youth war in Britain is 
not caused by overcrowding. These young

It scares me. 


I CANNOT understand it—and things 
you can’t understand are scariest.

Old walruses all know the time will come 
when young walruses will shove them off 
the cliff. No matter how well and how 
long they fight, the old will get licked 
by the generation behind them. 
It is natural for the young to fight 
among themselves in geographic patterns 
—east siders vs. west siders, town vs. 
town. New Town vs. Old Town etc. 
But when young men and women take 
sides on a basis of what they wear, as x 
they are doing today in Britain, how can 
that be explained.'

MY GOOD FRIEND, Martin 
E. Segal, the country’s ablest 
scientist in this field, tells me 
that these pension funds “buy 
more stocks than investment 
companies, banks, or individual 
inventors and are growing at 
the rate of almost $6 billion a 
year." 
In 1962 employe pension funds 
enough money into the stock 
market to buy up 80 per cent of 
all the new stock issued that 
year. In addition, they invested 
enough money in other securi­ 
ties to equal 17 per cent of all 
the new corporate bonds floated 
that year. 
There are about 32,600 pension 
plans; 25.000 are controlled en­ 
tirely by employer trustees.

THIS MONEY will pay pen­ 
sions for more than four million 
retired workers (exclusive of 
former federal, state and muni­ 
cipal employes > by 1970. Ten 
years later this figure will grow 
to 6.5 million older persons who 
will get more than $8 billion a 
year from the private retire­ 
ment funds now building up. 
In the coming decades the eld­ 
erly receiving pensions will total 
more than 25 million.

MANY PEOPLE may think 
the civil rights controversy will 
be over when the pending bill 
In the Senate is enacted this 
year but the fact is large ap­ 
propriations will be necessary— 
possibly many hundreds (rf mil­ 
lions of dollars — to enforce 
the most far-reaching statutes 
that will have been passed since 
prohibition days. 
The Republican party faces 
losses of seats, just as do the 
Democrats, on the civil rights 
issue in the coming campaign, 
because this question cuts both 
ways. 
A Republican, for example, 
who has voted in the House for 
the civil rights measure is like­ 
ly to be opposed in the primar­ 
ies by someone in his own par­ 
ty attempting to garner the 
anti-civil rights vote. 


THE TECHNIQUE that is ex­ 
pected to develop is a familiar 
one. Thus, in the case of civil 
rights, especially in northern 
and western areas, certain can­ 
didates either in the primar­ 
ies of both parties or in the 
final election will express ap­ 
proval for the principle of equal 
rights and equal opportunity. 
The incumbent member of the 
house who actually vol Ad for 
the bill will face opposition be­ 
cause of all the flaws and de­ 
fects in the legislation itself to

which attention will be directed 
on the stump. 
In the matter of public ac­ 
commodations, for example, a 
candidate may contend that dis­ 
crimination should be abolished 
but he will object to the meth­ 
ods by which the federal gov­ 
ernment attempts to interfere 
with the operation of hotels, mo­ 
tels, restaurants, barber shops 
and other facilities that are cov­ 
ered by the pending bill. 


PERHAPS the biggest single 
issue will arise on the question 
of hiring employes, or what is 
known as discrimination in em­ 
ployment practices. In areas 
where there is a predominance 
of white voters, fears have al­ 
ready 
been 
expressed 
that 
whites may lose their jobs be­ 
cause of the pressure placed 
upon employers to hire Negroes 
in order to get or retain a gov­ 
ernment contract. 
It’s widely reported that mere 
discussion of this very phase of 
civil rights legislation has al­ 
ready turned public sentiment 
in many parts of the country 
against the pending measure. 
The House of Representatives 
has, of course, already voted on 
the civil rights legislation, so 
the roll call of members is a 
matter of record but an aspi­ 
rant who tries to take away the 
seat of an incumbent will find 
plenty of defects in the legisla­ 
tion itself and will argue that 
the 
bill 
should 
have 
been 
amended in the House. 
The inference will be that the 
candidate making such criti­ 
cism would have voted for re­ 
visions of the bill if he had been 
a member of the House. The 
emphasis will be on a change 
of seats, and the voters who 
are discontented with respect to 
various phases of civil rights 
will be expected to line up eith­ 
er against the Republican or 
Democrat who actually did vote 
for the civil rights legislation. 


SEN. RICHARD RUSSELL of 
Georgia said the other day that 
the Maryland vote revealed a 
“groundswell among the p e o ­ 
ple of this country.” and he pre­ 
dicted that when the people be­ 
come aware that the govern­ 
ment is trying to force social 
equality, it will be an issue in 
every congressional race.

NEW YORK (AP) — Profits 
still point upward. Early reports 
on 
second-quarter 
operations 
and reassuring predictions at 
annual 
stockholder 
meetings 
are in near unanimous agree­ 
ment on the trend The dollar 
volume is rising. This should 
continue for a while. 
But there the unanimity ends. 
How to interpret profits; even 
how to figure them; what they 
stolid mean to workers, stock­ 
holders and customers; how 
would-be investors should react 
—there you have a wide choice. 
Labor is using the record net 
earnings after taxes that are 
being reported or predicted by 
many companies as a talking 
point In demanding higher wage 
scales, and some unions seem 
likely to get them. 
Stockholders dream of higher 
dividend payments, and the to­ 
tal continues to rise. 
The government has suggest­ 
ed that customers might share 
In the happy event if prices 
were cut a bit as profits rise. 
But management usually replies 
that increasing production costs 
make that unlikely.

Part of the fat-j 
ter net income is due to the low- ( 
er federal tax on gross corporate 
earnings. A lot is the result of 
cost-cutting and labor-saving de­ 
vices. 
Management argues that the 
profit increase so far is merely! 
a catching up after earlier stag­ 
nation. And it says that today’s 
profits are still much too low if j 
industry is to expand and pro-j| 
vide all the higher-priced plant 
and machinery that are called 
for to bring the economy up to 
potentiality.

For all we know, instead of 
heckling the man of the house 
to mow the grass, we may be 
asking him at an underwater 
retreat to please get busy and 
dear up those seashells an d 
weed the coral — it’s scratch-

skin-diving suit. 
An underwater home may not 
be so far fetched as visitors to 
the New York World’s F a i r 
may feel when they encuonter 
such exhibits as Futurama. 
The modern aqua home, 
space - wheeled vehicles, aqua- 
copters, three - legged houses in 
the Antarctic and dties built ta 
craters with people Uving on the 
side of cUffs may have been 
some 
designer’s 
brainstorm, 
but some of these ideas have 
begun to happen. 
An article, “At Home in the 
Sea,” ta the recent issue of Na­ 
tional Geographic Magazine teUs 
about five French oceanauts 
who Uved for a month in a sub­ 
merged colony (rn a Red Sea 
reef. What’s more, the wife of 
Capt. Jacques-Yves Cousteau, 
author of the article, dropped 
down to Starfish House to spend 
a week with her husband. 


THE HOUSE consists of four 
arms with kitchen, laboratory, 
dark room, lavatory, sleeping 
quarters, Uving and dining room 
with showers beneath which is 
a sharkproof grille. The house 
on five stUts, 36 feet below in 
the Red Sea was filled with 
compressed air by a hose. 
Entertainment? They h a v e 
that too. the group turns off 
inside lights, put on outside 
lamps and watches the piscator­ 
ial delights. They were spell- 


bound as a thick school of sar- 
dtaellas came into view and exe­ 
cuted a dance with the precision 
of the Rockettes, writes Capt. 
Cousteau. 
His wife, Simone, wore th e 
latest foam-rubber diving tunic 
designed by a fashionable Par­ 
is couturier. She would don it 
and her aqua lung to take an 
evening “stroll” with some of 
the oceanauts outside the sta­ 
tion. They’d take off from an 
open sea hatch, protected by 
the steel griUe enclosure from 
sneak shark attacks. 
Other structures made up a 
colony — a diving saucer’s han 
gar on stilts, tool sheds for un­ 
derwater gear, a deep cabin and 
a research ship. 
Though this was a research 
project, it could be that Ameri­ 
cans would take to an under­ 
sea weekend villa like fish. Skin 
diving is a popular sport now 
and we are always restless to 
explore new ideas. 
The restless urge was wittily 
explained recently at a confer 
ence of the National Society of 
Interior Designers by Russell 
Lynes, author of “The Domesti­ 
cated Americans,” “The Taste- 
makers” and other books. 


AMERICANS, he says, are as 
“mobile as wheels, ambition and 
an almost unlimited expanse of 
land. . .can make us. To move 
is as natural to Americans as 


maintaining roots is to Europe­ 
ans,” he told the group. 
He points out that our lingo 
proves our restlessness as we 
talk about “people going plac­ 
es,” admire a man who “mak­ 
es it under his own steam” and 
consider it a failure “to stand 
still.” It is characteristic, he 
said, that “in England a man 
stands for Parliament; in Am­ 
erica he runs for the Senate.”

May Seen ’64 
Peak In Steel 
CLEVELAND (AP) - Ship­ 
ment of about 7.5 million tons 
of steel in May will be a peak 
month for 1964 and the figure 
will decline less than five per 
cent in June, Steel magazine 
said today. 
The magazine estimated that 
production ta June would run 
between 70 and 75 per cent of 
capacity. This week’s output 
will total about 2,510,000 ingot 
tons, or about the same as last 
week, it added. 
Last year, shipments for May 
totaled 8.1 million tons because 
“users were hedging heavily 
against the threat of a steel 
strike,” Steel said. “This year, 
almost all of the steal shipped ii 
going directing into consump­ 
tion.” 
Automotive orders have fall­ 
en off because firms have com­ 
pleted most of their advance or­ 
dering for the 1964 model run, 
the metalworking weekly re­ 
ported. But the slack has been 
taken up by increased orders 
in construction, machine tools, 
appliances, earthmoving equip­ 
ment, railroads, railroad car 
builders and service centers. 
Demand for hot and cold 
rolled carbon sheets remains 
strong, 
steel 
said. 
“Heavy 
plates. . . are so hard to get in 
Chicago and Pittsburgh that 
buyers are paying stiff freight 
penalties to get them shipped 
from eastern mills that can 
promise faster deliveries.”

Homeowner Can 
Avoid Dampness 
In Older House 
The drastic change in build­ 
ing procedures, plus the fact 
that most older houses w e r e 
built upon more or less high 
ground, leaves the average new 
house either on low ground or 
built upon concrete slabs or 
upon shallow foundations with 
crawl - spaces taking the place 
of full cellars. 
Providing that all necessary 
precautions are taken by the 
builder, there is nothing wrong 
with houses on low ground or 
houses built over crawl-spaces. 
Unfortunately builders do n o t 
always take the required pre­ 
cautions, and as a result many 
a new house is a damp one. 
We would add that a damp 
house is not only unhealthy, but 
is also subject to rapid deterior­ 
ation. 
The person who buys a house 
which is obviously lower than 
adjoining houses can be sure 
that the plot upon which the 
house is built is the last and 
most undesirable of all the plots 
the builder has to sell. If it 
were 
otherwise, 
the 
builder 
would have built upon that lot 
at the same time as he built 
upon his higher ground. 
Now, providing that a house 
is bought and found to be damp 
there are several methods avail­ 
able which will aid in decreas­ 
ing the dampness. 
The first is the establishing of 
a firm lawn which will shed 
water away from the house 
foundation. 
The second is the building of 
a barrier of some kind which 
will prevent the surface water 
from 
adjoining plots comingI 
over on your low property. This 
is a perfectly legal procedure. 
Tbs third method is the water­ 
proofing of the basement or 
crawl • space so as to prevent 
the penetration of water through 
the foundation walls. There are 
several good and substantial 
products available for this use. 
The fourth method is the in­ 
stallation of a sump pump which 
will get rid of any basement 
or crawl-space water. 
The fifth method is to provide 
ample ventilation beneath t h e 
house so as to take advantage 
of evaporation.

H ow C an I ?

Q. How can I prevent rust on 
my outdoor iron furniture? 
A. By keeping the furniture 
well painted, you’ll stave o f f 
rust, lf you are beginning from 
scratch, coat the iron first with 
red lead or aluminum p a i n t , 
after first removing every trace 
of rust with a wire brush, steel 
wool, or emery cloth, lf you 
leave any rust on the iron un­ 
der the paint, it will go on 
spreading. Apply two or three 
coats of ornamental paint. 


Q. How can I do a more ef 
ficient job of driving thin brads 
into hard wood, when it is dif­ 
ficult to prevent the brads from 
bending? 
A. Push the brad through a 
cork and then, placing the cork 
firmly against the hard wood, 


drive your brad. You can then 
pull the cork off over the head 
of the brad 


Q. How can I clear jelly that 
is made from fruit parings? 
A. Strain the juice and boil 
with a freshly-broken eggshell 
before adding the sugar. The 
shell c o l l e c t s the sediment, 
which may then be easily re­ 
moved with a spoon. 
Q. How can I clean copper, 
brass, and pewter? 
A. Apply a paste composed of 
equal parts of flour, vinegar, 
and salt. Let this remain on the 
metal for about an hour, then 
rub it off, and wash the metal 
with warm water before polish­ 
ing. 


Q. How can I remove th e 
odor and flavor of onions from 
my cooking vessels? 
A. By rubbing with celery 
leaves.

ANSWER: This government official is one of the most im­ 
portant men in Washington. He advises the President on the 
financial affairs of the nation and is head of the Treasury 
Department, which is housed in the Grecian-type building 
shown at the top of our picture. Another person in the Treas­ 
ury Department is the Treasurer of the United States, whose 
office receives all money paid in to the government, takes 
care of it and pays government expenses. This office also is­ 
sues and redeems paper money. 
Under the secretary of the treasury are various assistant 
and under secretaries who handle other jobs of the Treasury 
Department. An assistant secretary is in charge of the U. S. 
Secret Service, which guards currency, fights counterfeiters 
and guards the President and his family. An assistant sec­ 
retary also heads the Bureau of Customs, the Bureau of Nar­ 
cotics and the important U. S. Coast Guard. Other .Secre­ 
taries handle the Office of International Finance, Internal 
Revenue Service, Bureau of Engraving and Printing. Office 
of the Comptroller of the Currency and the Bureau of the 
Mint. Started in 1789 with only five employees, the Treasury 
Department now employs more than 80,000.
